our favor, and If so. have enabled Russia 
lo retire from an untenable position with 
yood grace and no loss oC self-respect — 
an object that should always be held in 
view in dealing 'with any foreign nation 
with which at any time we have diffLcul- 
ties; while If the? decision as to the in- 


retatlon of the clause in Question had 


adverse to us, ~\ve would then at 


cnce have abrogated the treaty and have 
been clearly right in so doing. This -was 
the position held by that distinguished 
Siplomat, Mr. Oscar Straus. 


ACTED WISELY. 


"But 
no movement had been made by 


either nation looking towards any other 
method of settling the matter than the 
one actually adopted. Congress was con-

J, L. I/ally of Alameda this morn- 


ing' surrendered himself to the police 
on a charge of manslaughter follow- 
ing the death at the Receiving Hos- 
pital last night of William A. Bass, 
an aged laborer, who was run down 
by an automobile driven by Lally at 
Seventh 
street 
and Broadway last 


night. The accident, according- to by- 
standers; was unavoidable, and Lally 
was not to blame, as he was travel- 
ing at a glow rate. 


Bass, who was 60 years of age and 


resided at a rooming-house at 521 
Washington 
street, ran directly 
in 


•front -of the automobile-, and 
was 


struck, by the forepart of the ma- 
chine "before Lally had an opportun- 
ity to throw on the brakes. The aged 
man was hurled to the pavement; 
suffering a fracture of ths skull and 
fractures of the arms and ribs. 


Lally, who resides at 1522 Ninth 


'street, Alameda, picked up the- in- 
jured man and hurried with him to 
the Receiving Hospital. 
Bass died 


shortly after arriving at the hospital 
.and the body has been removed to 
the morgue. An inquest will be held. 
Lally has been released o.n his own 
recognizance and his case will be 
continued until the coroner's jury has 
entered a verdict in.the case.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 29.—Colonel 


Thomas P. Barry, for many years 
commander of the . Third Regiment, 
National Guard of California, and a 
prominent legal practitioner, of this 
city, passed away at -noon yesterday 
at his home at 1177 Green street, after 
an illuess lasting less than three days.. 
On Christmas night Colonel Barry 
complained of a. severe cold, and on 
the following day Dr. Rethers * was 
summoned and treated the patient for 
pneumonia. Barry grew rapidly worse, 
however, and early yesterday morning 
begun to sink rapidly. 
Father Har- 
rington of St. Brigid's Church - was 
called in and administered the last 
rites of the church.x 


Colonel Barry was born in this city 
fifty-seven years ago. He attended the 
boys' high school and graduated as 
the medalist of the. class of 1874 at 
the University of California. While a 
student at the university Barry rapidly 
rose In the ranks of the :cadet regi- 
ment and after winning the annual 
prize awarded for proficiency -in mili- 
tary science, was appointed a major 
on the staff of the major-general of 
the State National Guard. 


ADMITTED TO BAK, 


After graduating from the Columbia 
law school he began the practice-of 
law in this city, and soon had a large 
clientele.

From his student days. Barry was 
actively identified 
with 
the- State 
Militia, and was elected colonel of the 
Third Regiment on the death of Col- 
onel Tobin. 
. 
• 
In 1883 he was elected to the As- 
sembly, and while- a, member of the 
Legislature fathered a bill afterwarc 
known as the Barry law, which called 
for the regulation of railroad freight 
rates. 


As a. public speaker Colonel Barry 
enjoyed a wide reputation, and hi 
voice- was heard from the rostrum 
during many local celebrations".

Prices and Good Times. 


Occasionally Mayor Gaynor gives utterance to a bit -of striking 


common sense. When he strikes .a right chord .his terse,'epigram- 
matic style of expressing his ideas gives a keen edge to the point he 
is striving to make. Note this extract 'from '-a recent article in Les- 
Ue's Weekly: 


"High prices are not always an evil. You are all trying to 'get 


nigh prices, are you not? Well, you can't get high prices for what 
you sell, your labor or the products of your labor, unless the man' 
you buy from gets high prices -alscK Put that in the crown of your 
hats and bear it in mind. A time of high prices is almost always• a 
good time. It is'the time of low prices that is to be feared. High 
prices are never an evil of they are, normal. If.no monopoly pro- 
duces them, they are a good condition,.not an evil condition." 


The most distressing time the American people have known in 


the last sixty years was a period of low prices. When prices were 
lowest times were hardest. Harvests were abundant and the cost 
of necessaries exceedingly low, but the cities were thronged with 
idle men who had to be fed at public soup nouses. Distress was 
universal. Wages touched the lowest point, but employment was 
scarce and hard to get. .The margin of profit was pitifully"s.mall in 
all lines of business, yet trade was stagnant iaecause demand was so 
slack. Instead of saving in this period of abundant harvests and 
low prices, the people drew on their savings to pay living expenses. 


When prices began to trend upward good times came -. again. 


Business became brisk, there was work for the idle, profit for the 
farmer and activity in manufacturing. The cost of necessaries rose, 
but the price of labor rose with them. The paV of workingmen 
was sufficient for the support of their families, with a margin 'over 
for savings. The soup houses disappeared, and the volume of sav- 
ings swelled in the banks. 


If we look abroad we will see the'same phenomena—low wages 


and prices accompanied by idleness, money scarcity and.general dis- 


; tress. High prices do not bring prosperity—they are an evidence of 


prosperity, a consequence of prosperous activity in all lines of'pro- 
duction and business. Low prices for farm products make agricul- 
ture unprofitable, and when agriculture is unprofitable there is 
scant demand for manufactured articles and-the products of labor, 


'. Commerce and enterprise languish in consequence, 'mills and fac- 
: tories shut down and the railroads' reduce their operating force. 
: When agriculture is normally prosperous—that is, when farm prd- 
: ducts are high—tfiere is activity in all other lines of endeavor- 


• work and good wages for the laborer and brisk, healthy trade for the 
: merchant ,and manufacturer.

'follows: 
— 


Mr. F. C. Turner, Oakland, Cal.' 
Dear Mr. Turner: I am very much in- 
terested in the 
possibilities which 
* our 
proposed municipal auditorium contains. 
Ever since the bond issue was. first pro- 
posed I have had it in .mind ana have 
been wishing that it might be so con- 
structed as to have broader uses- than 
simply those of an auditor-turn. 
I be- 
lieve the capital invested :ln it ought to 
be kept as. live as possible by making the 
building one which could be used prac- 
tically every day in the year, lf.it is 
located on Peralta Park that makes it 
all the more available for a. great many 
purposes, . because the playground'.'com- 
mission plans to make Peralta Park the 
central feature of our Oakland play- 
ground system. I hops sincerely that the 
playground commission .will hava ample 
opportunity to consult with the architect 
and make suggestions about plans and 
uses of the building, before any final 
plans are adopted, v 
Putting it roughly; and oh the spur of 
the moment, my. ideas with regard to this 
auditorium are about as follows: 


TO SEAT THRONG. 


First, there should be a large au^i- 
torium capable of seating the largest 
convention or public' gathering that .we 
might expect in Oakland, say 4000' or 
BOCO. 
Then, It should ,be possible, by 
means ot folding .doors, .to shut^ofJ' a 
part of triis auditorium, making a .smaller 


one capable of seating, say, 1000 people.' 
Second, these, two auditoriums should 
be seated 
with, removable . chairs and 
should be. "so constructed -that either in 
wholo or in part they can be used for a' 
municipal skating rlnte or dance floor 
where skating 'and dancing, -with good 
music could be provided for ,the young 
people at a small admission." fee to cover 
the cost of maintenance and under very 
strict supervision. 


Third, the building-. also,' without very, 
great additional expense, could be .so'con- 
structed as to have In it three or four 
smaller halla,- seating from 100 to 400 
people, and intended for meeting places 
for any clubs or labor unions, or other 
organizations which might desire, them. 
Fourth, one such hall could be equipped 
\vith apparatus, for a moving .picture-rna- 
chino -ahfl^might be used as a moving pic- 
ture theater, making a specialty of edu- 
cational films. 


PUBLIC READING ROOM. 


Fifth, two rooms connecting,, with, an 


office between them so -that: they .might 
.be controlled, by one person when neces- 
sary, should be provided for a branch 
library and reading room. 
The- reading 
room in particular should be large and 
well ~vpntilated. 
Sixth, then; should also be provided a 
refectory where light refreshments of the 
best quality might be procured at rea- 
:ponable prices as is the.case irv the parks 
in Chicago. 
Seventh, there should be ample facility 
in connection with 
this 
building for 
shower baths- and dressing • rooms in con- 
nection with tlwt large playgroupd' and 
athlatlb field, to lie'established' at Peralta. 
Park where this building is located, and 
the big auditorium itself wouia- bo avail- 
able tor gymnasium, purposes 'on rathy 
days and for exhibition" drills whan de- 
sired, in the evening'. 
Such a building "as this would provide 
the city with a much .needed :auditorlum 
and at the' same' time, ."without duplica- 
tion of expense, , would provide the city 
with W great recreation 'center.'

Russian occupation of this city Is now 
complete and practically all the mem- 
bers of the constitutional party have 
disappeared. The banks and Euro- 
pean merchants will resume .business 
tomorrow after passing nine days in 
a state of siege.

There 
have 
been 
no 
casualties 


among the resident foreign popula- 
tion, although many have 
suffered 


from a lack of provisions while they 
have been boxed up in their houses 
during the prolonged street fighting. 


The Stars and Stripes flying- over 


tho United States consulate was- cut 
down by a Russian shell during the 
fighting, but no further damage was 
done to the consulate. 


No. precise figures as to the castial- 


tieu sustained by the Russians and the 
Persians are available, but It Is esti- 
mated that the Russian loss amounted 
to from 100 to 200 men. Tha mor- 
tality among the native non-combat- 
ants has not been large and the re- 
ported atrocities by the troops on 
both sides are unfounded. 


The operations of the Persians wero 


directed solely against the Russians. 
They showed no resentment what- 
ever against any other foreigners. 


The disturbance started during .the 


night of December 20 by a consulta- 
tion between a patrol of Russian 
troops and the Persian constitutional- 
ists in the streets.

present at a meeting last night in- the 
council chambers of the city hall !for 
the purpose ok discussing the recent 
illness among a number of babies, 
alleged to have resulted from formal- 
dehyde preservative in certified milk. 
Several mothers and fathers of the 
infants affected" were present and in 
substance told about the same .story. 
Their children had been taken. sick 
on Monday morning, December 18, 
after having partaken of the milk. 
The symptoms in all of the cases re- 
cited were similar. 


City Chemist A. A. Cunningham' told 


of having made an analysis of a 
sample of milk submitted to him by 
Health 
Officer • Stidham. 
He, said 


that the milk showed that it con- 
tained an 'amount of^formaline, but 
that he had made no "attempt to as- 
certain the proportions of .the fluid. 
He stated that the sample had .been, 
an unofficial one, (^and in answer .to 
questions by IDr. J. K. Hamilton, he 
admitted that.of all the official sam- 
ples which he had taken he could 
find no trace of formaline. 


Questions were propounded . ,to the 


various-witnesses and it was brought 
out that the milk of Saturday's de- 
livery seemed to be the cause of the 
.trouble. In each case this milk, ac- 
cording, to the statements 
of 
the 
parents, had been prepared the night 
or afternoon before being given to 
the infant. 
Shortly after the feeding 


of it the child developed symptoms 
of stupor, accompanied in .-some cases 
by internal 
disorders, and in one 


case convulsions were present. 


TAKEN" FROM TRAINS. 


Smith Anderson explained the pro- 


cess of handling the milk. . He said 
that at no time is any certified milk 
Intended 
for wagon 
delivery. ever 


brought into the milk depot. 
It is 


taken directly from the train and 
loaded on wagons awaiting. it,-•. by 
which it is immediately delivered to 
the consumer. 


Dr. Knight of the. Alameda. County 


Medical .Society told of the way in 
which the: milk is handled from its 
production until it comes to the cus- 
tomer. He said 'that the society had 
taken every precaution to see that 
the milk comes pure and uncpntaroi- 
nated.1 
No chance, he declared, is 


given for the Introduction of any. poi- 
son into the milk unless that'should 
happen while en route to the various 
points of distribution.

The doctor stated that the.--sanita- 


tion of the. milk.;.was a matter 'that 
the society is deeply interested ;ln;- and 
that the establishment. of the certi- 
fied dairies was f or : the purpose of 
safeguarding

against dangers from Impure .or adul- 
terated milk. 


Dr. Hamilton, in defense of - certi- 


fied rnilk, took exception to the state- 
ment that formaldehyde in sufficient 
quantities to. causa, the trouble Said 
at its door would b(i .taken. b!y a baby. 
He declared :that enough formalde- 
hyde to produce the' results mentioned 
would have to be added to the milk 
,to make It obnoxious to the child, 
and that a baby would not partake 
of it. 
Formaline, he salii, 15 not a 


violent poison, but is a preservative 
that in Germany is. reconuhendecl by 
many physicians.

stated that they had called in medical 
aid, and that while: the doctors they 
had called seemed to agree that some, 
foreign matter, probably in the milk, 
was responsible for the illness, that 
none of them was prepared to state 
the nature of the infection, if any 
existed.
